than 300 tow ns in West Texas 
have received a questionnaire 
from the Sm all Town Task 
Force 
of 
the 
W est 
Texas 
C ham ber of Com m erce, 
ac­ 
cording to C. L. Cooke, chair­ 
m an of the T ask Force. 


“Towns w ithout a m ayor or 
a cham ber of com m erce were 
om itted from th e first mailing 
but may request copies of tho 
questionnaire fro m the WTCC 
office in Abilene”, Cooke said. 
T h e purpose of the wide 
mailing is to fully cover the 
West Texas area in which the 
study is being made ov tho 
T ask Force. This study group 
is looking at the problems, as­ 
sets and potentials of West 
T exas small towns with less 
th an 12,000 population. 


Pilot studies have been con­ 
ducted in fifteen small towns 
in the arca. These towns have 
com pleted 
the 
questionnaire
